: ing the CBC has been the drama 
- and confrontation that occurs be- 
hind the scenes 
© Nash points out the troubles 
' plaguing the CBC in recent years 
are anything but new. “It has al- 
i ways been a battle,” explains Nash, 
“a battle with the private broad- 
* casters, with the government, and 
_ within the CBC between the man- 
_ agers and the stars. 

“All these issues were there in 

the 1930s and they're there in the 
e 1990s. 

Nash talked to See Magazine, 
while stopping in Edmonton to 
plug his new book, The Microphone 

. Wars. 

‘The book provides an exhaus- 
tive (584 pp.) history of the CBC’s 
first 58 years. Nash traces CBC's 

_ development from its infancy — as 
the idea of young nationalists Gra- 
‘ham Spry and Alan Paunt, who 
feared American broadcasting 
would dominate Canada — through 
to the present day. 


J 
he Canadian Broadcasting Cor- 
iicetunan is under attack. Again. 
But veteran CBC broadcaster 
Knowlton Nash takes the impend- 
ing disaster in stride. He's seen it 


far the most volatile of the differ- 
ent periods was that of Gerard 
Veilleux/Patrick Watson. Veilleux 
took over as CBC president after 
serving as the secretary of the Treas- 
ury Board, while Watson came to 
the new position as chairman after 
a distinguished career as a journal- 
ist. As a team, it was hoped that 
they would provide an ideal com- 
bination of artistic sensitivity and 
bureaucratic sensibility. In reality, 
Watson was given little power, 
making it one of the most ineffec- 
tive and destructive periods in CBC 
history 

Through interviews with key 
players, Nash paints a picture of 
Veilleux that is both critical and 
sympathetic. Admittedly, Veilleux 
was facing insurmountable fiscal 
challenges, but his handling of mat- 
ters was anything but professional 
At times petulant and childish, at 
others abrasive and obnoxious, 
Veilleux was prone to temper tan- 
trums when in one of his foul 
moods. He also tended to view any 
form of discussion or debate as 
insubordination, a fact which re- 
sulted in the firing or demotion of 
several longtime employees. When 
called on to bring down drastic 
cuts in 1990, his handling of the 
situation was both brutal and mis- 
guided. 

One of Veilleux’s most promi- 
nent decisions was moving the 
nightly news to a new time slot, a 
move most people — including 
Nash — consider a major blunder. 
“A lot of criticism has focused on 
moving the 10 o'clock news to 9 
o'clock, which I think was a mis- 
take. Now that they have moved it 
back to 10 o'clock where it be- 
longs, the audiences have improved 
from 200,000* to 300,000, and I 
think it’s a better program as a 
result.”

He-admits that the cost of pro- 
ducing such programming can be 
prohibitive, particularly at a time 
when they are struggling with dra- 
matic budget cuts. The CBC 
faced the loss of 25 per cent of its 
staff in recent years. “You don'tsee 
opera, you don’t see performance 
drama, you don't see as many doc- 
umentaries as you used to and I 
think all of those things are a loss 
But that’s what happens when you 
make cuts. I hope that some way 
can be found to cope with the cuts 
that have already taken place.” 

At a time when Manera is facing 


has 


the prospect of dealing with even 
greater slashes to the corporation 

Nash believes that “the fundamen- 
tal issue is whether or not there is 
the political will to support public 
broadcasting. Asking if the CBC is 
worthwhile has the same kind of 
connotations as asking if Canada is 
worthwhile. Well, I think it is. It 
costs about a dime a day to provide 
for it. Is it worth it to reflect one 
part of the country to another? Is it 
worth it to reflect the history of 
Canada through our culture and 


through our drama and our jour- 
nalism? Without public broadcasting 
we would have vastly more Ameri- 
can control and influence in our 
television and radio.” 

Recent budget cuts have pushed 
the CBC into relying far more heav- 
ily on commercial revenue, a fact 
that worries Nash. “The CBC is too 
preoccupied with commercials 
right now. There should be fewer 
commercials than there are... how 
do you achieve that in this kind of 
financial environment? I don't pre- 
tend to know all the answers.” 

No matter what the current feder- 
al government decides to throw at 
the CBC, he is confident there will 
always be a need for some form of 
public broadcasting system among 
other communication services. “With 
the technological revolution, with 
the 300-500 channels that will beam 
down from the so-called death satel- 
lites — there has to be, there needs 
to be the political will to have a 
Canadian voice, showing Canadian 
drama, Canadian music, and Cana- 
dian journalism among those 500 
channels.” &

Metis vets seek respect

F° many of Canada's aboriginal 
and Metis soldiers, 1992 was a 
landmark year. Almost 50 years af- 
ter World War II ended; aboriginal 
veterans finally received formal rec- 
Ognition from the federal 
goyernment. 

And for the first time, they were 
able to take part in Ottawa's an- 
nual Remembrance Day 
ceremonies. Until then, aborigi- 
nal vets could only lay a wreath at 
the Cenotaph after the official cer- 
emony was over 

But now, two years later, some 
vets say they still don't get the same 
respect as non-aboriginal soldiers 

“We'd like to be recognized like 
everybody else is,” says Frank Le- 
tendre, a 68-year-old Edmonton 
Metis, who spent nine months in 
western Europe fighting off the 
Nazis in 1944. 


Recognition 
“My people, my mother, my 
ancestors helped open this 


country up. And most of us went 
to war when the time came and 
none of us held back. And the 
recognition was never there,” he 
says. 

“People forgot that a lot of us 
were over there, and we helped 
to preserve the freedom of our 
country.” 

Letendre grew up on a Metis set- 
tlement near Lac Ste. Anne, just 


west of Edmonton. He and his 
brother were two of 14 boys from 
his settlement to fight in the Sec- 
ond World War. His brother-in-law 
received a Medal of Distinguished 
Conduct for taking charge of acom- 
pany after the commander was 
wounded. 


“All of us went overseas. Only 
one of us got killed,” Letendre says 
proudly. “All I can tell you is that 
the Metis were great warriors. The 
people I saw there with me, you 
know, were good soldiers. They 
did their job well.” 

Fred L'Hirondelle first joined the 


Canadian Armed Forces in 1939. 
He served in both World War Iland 
the Korean War. To this day, he still 
has a piece of shrapnel in his lungs 
that he received during a battle in 
Germany. 

“We were going to lay a mine- 
field in no-man’s land... and this

officer of ours got drunk and }, 
sent us over the hill, where \ 
could have gone around. We all g., 
shrapnel wounds,” 
L'Hirondelle. 

He and other members of Alby 
ta’s Aboriginal Veterans Associati:

Geronimo didn’t hold any wor- 
ries for Hunt. “He's just another 
horse, and of course each horse to 
me is very interesting. never 
seen one yet that didn't work out 
all right 

However, Hunt had never seen 
one like Geronimo before either. 
Geronimo is one of 900 wild hors- 
es rounded up last January at CFB 
Suffield, about 50 kilometres north- 
west of Medicine Hat. 

Geronimo's owner, Edmonton 
lawyer Vern Hardman, said theSuf- 
field horses originated from 
domestic stock turned loose in the 
1920s and °30s. “They seem to be 
surprisingly good quality horses, 
considering the inbreeding and 
whatever else must have occurred.” 

The wild horses roamed the Suf- 
field military test range until the 
federal government decided to pre- 
serve a portion of the land in 1993 
as an example of indigenous prai- 
rie. Worries that the grazinghorses 
would ruin the grassland led to the 
decision to remove them from the 
military base. 

With a consortium of 14 others, 
Hardman bought 15 Suffield hors- 
es when they came up for auction 
earlier this year. Hardman said 
Geronimo is wild, “but not 
ornery.”' 

Inside the AgriCom, Rod Vanme- 
ter waited patiently to sce 
Geronimo and Hunt. Vanmeter 
drove all the way from Lloydmin- 
ster and paid $21.50 to watch Hunt 
do his stuff,

horse-training is not without its 
dangers.

f you think spending endless 

hours in school, learning theory, 
harmony, and the skills it takes to 
be a practicing musician are tough, 
just wait till you have to do things 
that they never teach you.

As 
one-fourth of Edmonton’s Hammer- 
head Consort (and one of two 
founding members still with the 
quartet), Brandenburg is also one 
of this city’s most accomplished 
young percussionists.

That profile has led to a prestig- 
ious gig: not only will the consort 
perform a concert at Alberta Col- 
lege’s acoustically pristine Muttart 
Hallon November 12, but the event 
will be recorded by the CBC, for 
replay across the country on The 
Arts Tonight.

National Music Competition,” 
Brandenburg explains on getting 
the CBC concert, “so they had an 
interest in us since then.”

As a western Canadian landscape 
painter, Hilary Prince stands a bit 
apart from her painting peers. As 
she describes her situation, “I'm 
very conscious that I haven’t quite 
got to the 20th century yet. I’mstill 
in the 19th.” The statement isn’t far 
from the truth. 

With her emphasis on an almost 
uncedited response to the detail, 
colors and tones of nature, her 
paintings seem to express a differ- 
ent time, certainly a different 
sensibility. Something more in tune 
with Corot, say, than Matisse. 

Different sensibility or not, 
Prince is quick to point out that 
she’s not unaware or unapprecia- 
tive of modern trends in landscape 
art, and western Canadian art in 
particular. In fact, she credits Sas- 
katchewan landscape painter 
Dorothy Knowles with providing 
her with the inspiration to pick up 
a brush and start painting again in 
the midst of her domestic life as a 
wife and mother.

Born in South Africa, Prince stud- 
ied at the Johannesburg School of 
Art in the mid-'60s and then at- 
tended the St. Martin’s School of 
Art in London where she met her 
future husband, sculptor Peter 
Hide. “After we got married, I 
pushed art pretty well into the back- 
ground for the next 10 years,” she 
Says, “because I was having family 
and kids. It was hard for me then 
because at first we were living in 
the suburbs in London andI wasn't 
actively part of the art world any-

said Prince about Knowles. “She 
had a husband and normal chil- 
dren and she was still a damn good 
painter,” 

Regarding her particular style of 
landscape painting, Prince credits 
former Edmonton Art Gallery Di- 
rector Terry Fenton’ with 
encouraging her to follow her in- 
stincts away from the prevailing 
prairie landscape mode which 
placed emphasis on flattened, ab- 
stracted design and high-keyed 
color.

Babcock, however, found herself

Due to its ease of use and the fact 
that it's inexpensive, video gives a 
voice to people who wouldn't have 
she stated 

“Something like the Rodney King 
footage is pivotal. It has lousy pro- 
duction value and it’s poorly lit, 
but it is information that is totally 
essential and wouldn't have been 
around otherwise.” 

One group of people Babcock 
hopes to lend a voice to is waitress- 
es. In her next expected project. a 
documentary collaboration with 
Carol LaVallee that they plan to 
shoot early next year, she hopes to 
expose many of the concerns wait- 
resses have about their trade 

“There's no information out there 
about (waitressing), because it’s min- 
imum wage and anyone doing it is 
only doing so until something better 
comes along,” said Babcock, a wait- 
ress herself. “Thusly, no one has dealt 
with it in any serious fashion. We 
plan to interview Alberta's five most 
dynamic waitresses and deal with 
topics that we discuss a lot yet the 
average person is unaware of.” 
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Propaganda’'s Carol Pashak works on Jennifer Babcock's hair 


Whatever topics she deals with, 
there are two constant factors that 
surface in her work. First, she feels 
comfortable creating projects she 
is aware of, and second, she enjoys 
doing it in Edmonton 

“If1 don’t speak about my specif- 
ic experiences I won't be very 
accurate,” she stated. “I wouldn't 
do a piece about black rapper kids 
in L.A., because | wouldn't do it 
right. I have to start with something 
I know and then see if it’s some- 
thing anyone else knows.” 

She also likes the affordability and 
the sense of community in this city

It's been a bumper crop month for films 
about hitmen: Pulp Fiction, The Special- 
ist, and now The Professional. This latest 
entry in the pack is written and directed 
by Frances’s stylish action flick master 
Luc Besson, whose previous films in- 
cludela Femme Nikita, Subway, and The 
Big Blue. The latter was a popular choice 
for Favorite Movie Of All Time amongst 
my classmates at film school (although it 
is a good movie, I'm still not sure why). 

The Professional tells the story of a 
hitman named Leon (Besson veteran Jean 
Reno), rough on the outside, but with a 
heart of gold, who is forced to take care 
of his neighbour's street-wise daughter 
(Natalie Portman) when her family is 
iped out in a sour drug deal. 

Besson’s previous work has often 
been derided for looking too Hollywood 
and TV commercial-like for French tastes, 
uygt his films practically exist as a genre 

nt themselves in hishémeland, having! 
much larger budgets than many of their 
contemporaries. Given the opportunity 
to remake hisNikita for the Hollywoood 
machine, Besson refused, explaining that 
he had other stories to tell. 

Well, Besson hasn't changed his style 
for this, his first Hollywood film. In fact, 
he lets loose with more close-ups, rapid 
cutting and the use of incredibly long 
lenses (allowing for cool focus effects) 
than ever before. 

__ He also continues his tradition of 
mixing violent action with interminably 
over melodramatic interludes and hokey 
music. This was quite acceptable before 
because such nuances tend to be the 
Standard for most rather commercial 
French films (except for Jean-Jacques 
Beiniex’sBetty Blue, which mixes graph- 
ic sex and melodramatic interludes) — 
of course, one could always assume 
that something was being lost in the 
subtitles.

But when | first found 
out about this “new” album, | had my 
reservations.

children - and the oddest”) is back. Three 
“newly discovered” works have been shame- 
lessly unearthed (or uncorked?) from the 
needlessly fruitful scourge of the Baroque. 

Schickele, himselfa talented and serious 
composer, knows of what he lampoons. 
His forms (chaconne, fugue, and other 
musical layouts) are as proper as can be - 
the music, of course, is not. Formatted as if 
the listener has called one of those auto- 
mated telephone devices (the 
Telecommuniculture Phone), “Mr. Menu” 
takes you on a brief ride through works of 
Bach's suspect progeny, and even one work 
by Schickele himself. 

It’s all good fun, and the first listen, as with 
any comedy album, is the best. How often one 
will go back for repeat listens is debatable (the 
perennial flaw with comedy discs), but as 
always, Schickele’s razor-sharp wit, combined 
with his outstanding musicianship, has lost 
nothing over the years, 

Joining in for P.D.Q.'s Concerto for Two 
Pianos vs. Orchestra is Canadian pianist Jon 
Kimura Parker. Another outstanding musi- 
cian, Parker recently dazzled an Edmonton 
Symphony audience with his performance of 
Barber's Piano Concerto. He tackles the abso- 
lute absuridity of P.D.Q. with the sameaplomb. 

Read the liner notes, and the movement 
markings. They're just as funny as the mu- 
sic. From the Chaconne a son Gout to The 
Musical Sacrifice, there is something to dumb-
